Even when the crippled 
guinea pigs are placed in the sun­ 
shine, they begin to improve imme­ 
diately without making any change 
in their diet. 
The ultra-violet rays of sunlight 
are a very efficient, vitalizing agent. 
Pneumonia, influenza and other in­ 
fections are most prevalent in the 
geographical regions where sun­ 
light is absent a large part of the 
time.

GERMANY'S story that a cou­ 
ple 
of 
American 
ambassadors 
(Joseph P. Kennedy in London and 
William C. Bullitt in Paris) com­ 
mitted the United States to a pro- 
Polish attiude agains the Reich, in 
chats with Poland's envoys, before 
the pending European war started, 
is not going to be provable either 
way. 
Minister Cromwell, 
our diplo­ 
matic 
representative 
in Canada, 
made a public pro-Ally speech in 
Toronto. It wras a m atter of sten­ 
ographic record. 
A 
big 
crowd 
heard it. 
It isn’t disputed. 
But Ambassadors Kennedy's and 
Bullitt’s alleged confabs with Pol­ 
ish "fixers" (if they occurred at 
all) w’ere confidential. The Poles* 
account of them is only in accord­ 
ance W'ith the Poles' recollections. 
Moreover, maybe they never oc­ 
curred, either. President Roosevelt 
*aid they needed to be taken "with 
a grain of salt" — or "several 
grains." 
He might have said a 
barrel of salt," if he had in mind 
a IOO percent denial, Merely "sev­ 
eral grains" was a trifle weak, in 
the circumstances. State Secretary 
Hull said absolutely that he didn't 
believe em. That w'as flat-footed 
enough. 
Ambassador Bullitt’s de­ 
nial also was sufficiently unquali­ 
fied. He said he didn't say w hat he 
was quoted as saying. But did that 


mean that he wu* quoted inaccu­ 
rately?- or that he didn’t even im­ 
ply what it was asserted he im­ 
plied. 
Ambassador Kennedy, at 
least initially, chose not to answer 
the German “w'hite paper." Possi­ 
bly he didn’t consider it w'orth no­ 
tice. 


GERMANY’S YERSIO 
The German version is to the ef­ 
fect that it got its information 
from papers it seized in Warsaw, 
W'hen it gobbled Poland. 
Perhaps it did seize ' e m . 
Or perhaps ifs faking them. 
Berlin 
contends

photostatic copies. But who know’s 
w’ho wrote the originals? Most of 
them are written in Polish. How­

How about Kennedy and Bullitt ? 


CROMWELL? KENNEDY? 
BULLITT? 
Cromwell didn't have any diplo- 
(matic qualifications except that he 


had money. He wras just a pluto­ 
crat. 
He hadn t ordinary sense of 
any sort. 
Kennedy w’as a good business 
man. 
He made his own money. 
Generally speaking, it w'as taken i 
for granted that he ought to be j 
o. k. in world affairs, as intra- J 
nationally. 
You can't tell about I 
that, though. 
Inter-national and i 
intra-natioal affairs are different. *| 
I’ve known Bill Bullitt for years j 
I believe what he says, textually.

But that bird belongs to one of j 
the "first families of Philadelphia." 
He estimates himself as speaking 
for the United States generally, lf 
he says he didn’t say so-and-so, I 
believe him.
